Use  the  order  blank  which  is  enclosed  for  your  convenience. 


Our  stock  on  many  of  the  best  varieties  is  limited  and  we  suggest  early 
ordering  if  “you  want  what  you  want  when  you  want  it.” 

Orders  are  filled  in  rotation  as  received,  unless  by  special  request  early 
shipment  is  desired. 

Ordering  early  will  insure  the  reservation  of  varieties  that  later  may  be  sold 
out,  and  save  you  disappointments.  No  orders  accepted  after  May  1. 

Substitution — We  always  send  the  varieties  that  are  ordered  if  possible. 
If  your  order  specifies  “do  not  substitute,”  we  will  refund  your  money  if  we 
can  not  fill  the  order  as  given.  If  your  order  is  small  and  we  are  out  of  a variety 
we  will  substitute  something  similar  and  of  as  great  or  greater  value.  When 
such  substitution  is  made  it  is  always  made  with  the  understanding  that  if  the 
substitute  is  not  satisfactory  it  may  be  returned  and  your  money  refunded. 

Errors — We  employ  the  best  help  available;  our  facilities  for  filling  orders 
are  as  nearly  perfect  as  possible;  but  it  is  possible  that  in  the  rush  of  business 
errors  may  occur.  We  hope  to  be  notified  promptly  of  any  errors  and  given  a 
chance  to  make  proper  adjustments.  We  would  suggest  that  you  keep  a 
copy  of  your  orders  for  comparison. 

Guarantee — We  guarantee  all  stock  sent  out  by  us  to  be  true  to  name  and 
will  cheerfully  replace  any  stock  found  to  be  otherwise.  We  want  it  distinctly 
understood,  however,  that  we  do  not  guarantee  the  crop  and  will  not  be  held 
responsible  beyond  the  purchase  price. 

Remittances — May  be  made  by  Check,  Post  Office  or  Express  Money 
Order  or  Registered  Letter.  Small  orders  may  use  U.  S.  Postage  Stamps,  but 
we  prefer  Check  or  P.  O.  Money  Orders.  Foreign  Postage  Stamps  will  not  be 
accepted. 

Prices — The  Prices  quoted  herein  cancel  all  previous  price  lists  and  include 
delivery  to  all  parts  of  the  United  States,  by  Parcel  Post  or  Express,  on  orders 
for  single  bulbs  or  by  the  dozen. 

Canadian  Orders — All  Canadian  orders  should  be  accompanied  by  a 
Permit  Number.  This  should  either  be  sent  with  the  order  or  sent  later,  so 
that  we  will  have  it  before  shipment  is  made. 

The  Postal  Rate  on  Parcel  Post  orders  is  14  cents  per  lb.  to  all  points  in 
Canada.  We  are  therefore  compelled  to  add  10%  to  our  list  prices  on  all 
Canadian  orders  to  be  sent  by  Parcel  Post. 

Bulbs  will  be  sent  by  Express  Collect  at  our  regular  list  Prices. 

Delivery — Shipments  will  be  made  during  March  and  April  unless  earlier 
shipment  is  requested. 

We  have  quite  a list  of  varieties  of  which  we  have  only  a small  stock  that 
are  not  listed  here.  We  are  also  familiar  with  practically  all  of  the  varieties 
now  on  the  market.  We  are  glad  to  give  information  or  answer  questions  of 
any  kind  regarding  the  Gladiolus.

Glads  for  Everybody 


WE  have  selected  this  title  for  our  1927  Catalog,  because  we  believe  that 
it  expresses,  very  briefly,  our  aim  in  growing  GLADIOLI. 

It  has  taken  years  for  us  to  select  the  varieties  we  should  grow  in 
order  to  be  able  to  meet  the  demands  of  everybody  who  loves  flowers,  no  matter 
whether  he  has  much  or  little  to  spend  on  them,  and  whether  he  knows  anything 
about  Glads  or  not.  Now  we  believe  we  are  offering  a list  of  varieties  which 
includes  bulbs  of  the  inexpensive  sorts  for  those  who  cannot  spend  much  for  the 
flowers  they  love,  and  also  the  newest  and  choicest  varieties,  which  are  neces- 
sarily higher  priced,  for  those  who  can  afford  to  have  the  best;  and  at  the  same 
time  a list  from  which  the  inexperienced  may  choose  with  safety. 

We  do  not  intend  to  list  any  variety,  no  matter  how  low  the  price,  which 
is  not  the  best  of  its  class  that  can  be  bought  at  that  price,  or  which  we  think 
would  be  disappointing  to  the  purchaser.  It  has  always  been  our  aim  to 
select  the  best  variety  of  each  color  and  season  of  blooming,  so  that  even  the 
person  who  is  not  familiar  with  the  different  varieties  will  be  perfectly  safe  in 
picking  out  the  color  and  price  of  Glad  which  he  wishes,  and  will  be  assured  of 
getting  the  best  variety,  all  characteristics  considered,  that  he  could  find 
anywhere. 

In  order  to  do  this  it  has  been  necessary-  for  us  to  test  out  in  our  trial  grounds 
all  of  the  new  varieties  which  we  considered  worthy.  In  all  we  have  grown 
in  the  neighborhood  of  1500  named  varieties,  and  studied  their  characteristics, 
so  that  we  would  be  in  a position  to  select  only  the  best.  We  have  not  limited 
our  selection  to  our  own  productions  or  those  of  any  particular  growers,  but 
have  grown  varieties  from  any  originator,  including  those  of  other  countries  as 
well  as  our  own.  This  year  alone  we  had  over  600  varieties  growing  under 
separate  name,  and  yet  we  are  listing  in  this  catalog  only  a few  over  100. 

As  a further  aid  to  those  who  cannot  try  out  the  different  varieties  for 
themselves  we  have  marked  with  XXXX  those  varieties  which  we  believe  to 
be  particularly  worthy  of  attention,  all  characteristics  being  considered. 


The  Season  of  1926 


Just  a word  in  regard  to  our  work  this  last  summer.  The  season  started 
off  cold  and  backward,  and  we  were  afraid  that  the  bulbs  would  not  make  as 
good  growth  as  usual.  But  then,  after  a month  of  dry  weather,  summer 
settled  down  to  better  growing  conditions.  We  had  plenW  of  rain  at  satis- 
factory intervals,  and  then  the  Fall  was  sufficiently  warm  so  that  we  did  not 
have  to  finish  digging  the  bulbs  as  early  as  usual,  and  dry  enough  so  that  the 
digging  was  not  hindered.  So,  all  in  all,  the  season  turned  out  well,  and  we 
harvested  a fine  looking  lot  of  bulbs,  and  our  storage  cellar  is  filled  to  capacity. 
Incidentally,  we  are  improving  our  equipment  for  handling  and  storing  the 
bulbs,  and  our  facilities  for  filling  orders  every  year,  so  that  we  can  live  up  to 
our  aim  of  always  giving  the  best  service  possible.

Growing  Gladiolus  Bulbs 


For  the  benefit  of  those  who  are  not  very  familiar  with  Glads  we  are  going: 
to  repeat  some  of  the  general  information  we  have  given  in  other  catalogs. 

It  takes  three  years  to  grow  a large  Gladiolus  bulb.  Bulbs  may  be  grown 
from  seed  or  bulblets ; those  grown  from  seed  producing  new  varieties  different 
from  the  parents,  while  those  grown  from  bulblets  are  the  same  in  every  respect 
as  the  parent. 

Before  going  further  it  might  we  well  to  explain  that,  strictly  speaking,  the 
Gladiolus  does  not  produce  a bulb;  they  are  corms,  and  the  small  ones  cormels. 
However,  most  people  call  them  bulbs  and  bulblets,  so  we  shall  use  these  terms. 

The  bulblet  is  the  natural  way  of  propagation.  It  grows  at  the  base  of  the 
new  bulb,  and  varies  in  size  from  to  Y2  inch  in  diameter.  Some  varieties 
produce  bulblets  very  freely,  while  others,  and  quite  often  the  choicest  varieties, 
produce  very  few. 

Starting  with  a bulblet  which  has  taken  one  year  to  grow,  it  takes  two 
more  years  to  grow  a full-sized  bulb.  There  may  be  exceptions  to  this  rule  in 
the  case  of  certain  fast-growing  varieties  under  ideal  conditions,  but,  as  a gen- 
eral rule,  two  years  may  be  considered  the  minimum.  In  other  words,  the 
bulb  which  you  buy  has  been  planted,  fertilized,  cultivated,  dug,  cleaned, 
sorted  to  size  and  stored  in  a frost-proof  storeroom,  three  times  before  you  get 
it.  This  work  must  be  repeated  each  year;  there  is  no  shorter  method. 

In  growing  a new  variety  from  seed  it  is  necessary  first  to  obtain  the  seed 
by  crossing  two  desirable  parents.  This  is  usually  done  by  hand  polleniza- 
tion,  after  which  the  mother  plant  is  carefully  marked  until  the  seed  pod  may 
form  and  ripen.  Then  the  seed  is  collected  and  saved  until  the  following 
Spring  for  planting.  Seed  sown  in  the  Spring  should  produce  small  bulbs, 
a little  larger  than  bulblets,  during  the  first  year’s  growth.  We  have  now  had 
two  seasons,  one  to  produce  the  seed,  and  one  to  grow  the  small  bulb,  and  it 
takes  at  last  one  more  year  to  get  a bloom,  and  more  often  it  takes  two  or  even 
three  years  to  get  a good  spike.  Therefore  it  takes  four  or  five  years  to  pro- 
duce seedlings,  and  out  of  thousands  of  seedlings  grown  from  hand-pollenized 
seed,  using  the  new  varieties  for  parentage,  we  find  the  average  is  about  one 
in  a thousand  that  is  worth  saving,  and  the  rest  must  be  thrown  away. 

Now  we  have  a single  bulb  and  a few  bulblets  of  the  desired  seedling.  The 
second  and  third  year  are  the  real  test  of  its  desirability.  If  it  improves  in 
vigor,  size  and  beauty  as  the  bulbs  become  established,  well  and  good.  But  if 
it  loses  its  good  qualities,  as  well  it  may,  we  must  throw  it  away  and  start  over. 
Assuming  that  the  flower  is  satisfactory,  it  is  necessary  to  propagate  the  new 
variety  for  several  years  in  order  to  get  a sufficient  number  of  bulbs  to  offer  the 
variety  for  sale.  After  that  it  may  be  a success  or  a failure  depending  upon 
the  judgment  of  the  person  who  selected  the  seedling.  Is  it  any  wonder  that 
new  varieties  command  good  prices? 
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Cultural  Directions 

The  Gladiolus  is  easily  grown.  It  will  thrive  in  almost  any  soil  in  almost 
any  location,  but  prefers  a rich  sandy  loam  and  sunny  location.  Glads  dislike 
ground  that  has  been  freshly  manured ; beds  and  borders  that  were  manured 
the  previous  year  produce  wonderful  specimens.  Although  they  will  grow 
well  with  no  fertilizer,  a little  bone  meal  worked  into  the  ground  when  they 
are  about  8 inches  high,  or  any  good  all-round  fertilizer  applied  a little  before 
the  blooming  period,  will  add  size  and  vigor  to  the  spikes. 

Most  people  seem  to  prefer  a little  GLAD  garden  laid  out  in  rows,  but  bulbs 
may  be  planted  equally  well  in  small  groups  in  the  border  or  in  with  shrubbery 
of  low  height.  In  planting  in  rows,  the  rows  should  be  far  enough  apart  to 
make  cultivation  easy. 

Bulbs  should  be  planted  from  3 to  8 inches  apart,  according  to  the  size  of 
the  bulb,  and  also  taking  into  consideration  the  amount  of  space  available. 
They  may  be  planted  closer  together  if  necessary. 

Depth  of  planting  should  be  governed  by  the  size  of  the  bulb  and  soil  con- 
ditions. A 1-inch  bulb  should  have  at  least  three  inches  of  soil  over  it;  while 
a 2-inch  bulb  will  give  a better  plant  and  flower  and  stand  up  better  in  a heaw 
wind,  if  planted  four  or  five  inches  deep.  Bulbs  should  not  be  planted  as  deep 
in  a hea\y  soil  as  in  a light  sandy  loam. 

Successive  plantings  may  be  made  for  eight  weeks  after  the  time  of  first 
garden-making  in  the  Spring.  However,  this  is  not  absolutely  necessary  to 
insure  a long  blooming  period,  as  some  varieties  bloom  60  days  after  planting, 
while  others  do  not  bloom  for  over  100.  Also,  different  sized  bulbs  of  the  same 
variety  bloom  at  different  times,  the  larger  bulbs  blooming  first. 

Glads  like  plenty  of  water  provided  good  drainage  is  assured.  However, 
good  cultivation  is  of  more  benefit  than  artificial  watering.  In  most  parts  of 
our  country  there  is  sufficient  rainfall  for  growing  Gladioli  without  any  artificial 
watering,  provided  good  cultivation  is  given.  All  weeds  should  be  kept  out, 
and  the  surface  of  the  ground  should  be  loose.  A light  cultivation  a day  or 
so  after  each  rainstorm  will  usually  keep  the  ground  in  good  condition. 

In  cutting  Gladioli  always  leave  four  or  more  leaves  on  the  plant,  so  that 
a new  bulb  may  be  formed  for  use  next  year.  The  spikes  are  best  cut  when 
two  or  three  of  the  lower  florets  have  opened.  The  others  will  open  in  water, 
and  the  spike  will  last  for  a week  or  ten  days  even  in  the  hottest  weather. 

Gladiolus  bulbs  must  be  lifted  each  fall,  and  stored  where  they  won’t  freeze 
over  winter.  When  dug  in  the  fall  as  soon  as  the  tops  show  signs  of  turning 
brown,  or  before  there  is  danger  of  the  ground  freezing,  they  should  be  dried 
for  a few  days  so  that  they  will  not  be  damp  over  winter.  A month  after 
digging,  the  old  bulb  and  roots  may  be  removed  and  thrown  away,  and  the 
new  bulbs  put  away  for  the  winter.  They  like  to  be  in  a cool  dry  place,  but 
will  keep  most  anywhere  where  they  won’t  freeze.  A vegetable  cellar  makes 
an  ideal  storeroom. 

Complete  Cultural  Directions  will  be  enclosed  with  each  order. 
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New  England  Grown 

This  is  not  a mere  catch  phrase. 

The  natural  conditions  in  New  England  are  ideal  for  growing  Gladiolus 
bulbs  which  are  full  of  vitality.  It  is  probably  true  that  it  is  much  harder  to 
grow  Glads  in  our  rigorous  climate  than  in  some  other  parts  of  the  United 
States,  but  Nature  seems  to  balance  up  the  score,  by  offering  a superior  product 
as  a recompense  for  the  extra  work. 

We  do  not  say  this  just  because  of  our  own  experience  with  our  bulbs  and 
bulbs  grown  in  other  parts  of  the  country,  but  because  it  has  been  shown  by 
letters  from  those  who  have  grown  our  bulbs  in  Florida,  Texas,  California,  the 
Middle  Western  States  and  Canada,  as  well  as  in  the  Eastern  States. 

We  therefore  believe  we  are  safe  in  stating  that  New  England  grown  bulbs 
are  as  good  as,  or  better  than,  bulbs  grown  in  any  other  part  of  the  world. 

Confidence 

Confidence  in  a person  or  firm  must  be  inspired  by  intimate  contact  and 
personal  dealings.  It  cannot  be  bought  or  sold,  but  must  be  built  up  and 
established  upon  personal  acquaintance  and  based  upon  past  business  dealings.

We  are  anxious  to  give  service  as  well  as  to  sell  bulbs.  For  that  reason  we 
have  given  more  in  this  catalog  than  the  price  of  the  bulbs.  In  the  same  way, 
we  shall  be  glad  to  answer  any  questions  you  may  have  regarding  Glads. 


Catalog  Descriptions 

It  is  practically  impossible  to  describe  a Glad  in  a few  words  so  that  a person 
who  has  never  seen  it  can  really  picture  it  accurately.  As  all  of  the  descrip- 
tions in  this  catalog  are  brief,  we  have  merely  tried  to  give  the  essential  colors 
of  the  different  varieties  as  clearly  as  possible  and  to  tell  in  a few  words  some 
of  the  characteristics  which  have  made  each  variety  worthy  of  a place  on  our 
list.  The  illustrations  are  photographs,  and  have  not  been  “doctored”  in 
any  way  to  create  a false  impression. 

We  have  tried  to  give  a general  idea  of  the  time  of  blooming  by  dividing 
the  season  into  five  periods — early,  early  midseason,  midseason,  late  midseason 
and  late.  In  our  estimation  the  blooming  period  may  be  lengthened  more 
satisfactorily  by  planting  early  and  late  varieties  than  by  planting  the  same 
variety  at  different  times. 
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We  are  always  glad  to  receive  letters  from  those  who  grow  Glads,  telling  of 
their  experiences  with  the  different  varieties,  and  of  their  likes  and  dislikes  in 
the  matter  of  different  colors.  We  know  how  they  all  behave  for  us,  and  we 
know  what  colors  we  like  best,  but  we  want  to  know  how  they  act  for  those 
who  grow  only  a few,  and  which  varieties  are  the  most  popular.  All  of  this 
information  will  be  passed  on  in  our  future  catalogs.
